TERRE HAUTE (Ind.,) Feb. 26.—At 
12:45 o’clock today George Ward, aged 
27, a negro employé of the car works, 
was taken from jail and lynched by a 
mob for the murder of Miss Ida Fin- 
klestein, aged 20, a school teacher, late 
yesterday afternoon. 

Ward, soon after his arrest today, 
confessed to having murdered Mies 
Finklestein. He said the girl taunted 
him about his color, and then siapped 
him in his face, and in ea fit of anger 
he shot her and then cut her throat. 
Ward had n in the insane asylum, 
and is belie to have been demented. 

As soon as the fact that Miss Finkle- 
stein’s siayer was in the jail became 
known, a crowd began assembling be- 
fore the structure. By noon hundreds 
of people surged in the street in front 
of the jail, demanding that Ward be 
delivered to them. Suddenly the 
crowd rushed at the jail door and in a 
moment had battered it down. They 
were driven back, however, by Jailer 
O'Donnell, who fired a shotgun several” 
times over their heads.

Stealing of Silverware 
Too Costly. 


Rewards Offered for Convictio 
of Souvenir Fiends Who -

A comparison of losses among local 
hotel and restaurant keepers has de- 
weloped the fact that

@ stop to this stealing, Ross has offered 
4100 reward for the arrest and con- 
victtion of the persons who have made 
away with his ware. The fact that 
this reward was published has result- 
ea in less stealing, and the experiment 
has opened the eyes of others. 

The outcome will be the formation 
of a protective association, which will 
- offer rewards for the apprehension and 
conviction of any number of the petty 
thieves. That this is not an idle boast, 
one of the restaurateurs proved yes- 
terday. when he expressed his willing- 
mess to be one of ten to put up $200 
apiece to be offered as information 
money. 

The prime object of the association 
in process of formation is to make 
an example of the first person caught 
stealing silverware, and it is the in- 
tention to prosecute the petty thief 
to, the limit, whether he, or she, be 
meérely a souvenir hunter or kilepto- 
maniac. 

The restaurateurs believe that a fe 
prosecutions in the Police Court will 
effectively check a practice which takes 
away a large part of their revenue.

$10 worth a year. Women and tourists 
take the spoons and forks for sou- 
venire. Certainly, I am with the others 
in this scheme to put a stop to it.” 
Amone the other establishments 
wnited in war against souvenir-hunters, 
‘or whatever they may be called, are 
the Hollenbeck, Westminster, Van 
Nuys and Nadeau hotel proprietors;
